Spanish commander to remove all non- 
combatants from the city of Manila. 
We received a reply to the same e.\* 
pressing thjuik?« for the humane senti­ 
ment. 
On August 1» we sent another 
joint note setting forth the sufferings 
in store for the sick and non-combat- 
ants and demanded the surrender of 
the city in tho name of huuuinity.“ 


The surrender was i-e fused but the 
Spanish commaiuler asked for time to 
consult with hi<5 govt*rnm«'iU over the 
alTair. This request was refused and on 
August l.’J the attack was tnade by land 
and sea. 
We carried the 
S})anish 
works after an hour of .-helling. 
Tho 
behavior of the troops was e.xcellent. 
The loss is about 50 in all and our army 
is now occupying the walled city. 
Mahiti, Binoncio. San Miguel and all 
important center» are protected.

on the north coast of the province of 
Santa Clara, Cuba, Sunday, by the Man­ 
grove. 
The 
Mangrove left here last 
week to protect tho landing of an expe­ 
dition under Colonel Bozas, which had 
gone ahead on the schooncr.s Adams and 
Dellie. 
When the Mangrove reached 
Santa Marla key, near Caibarien, she 
found the Cuban parly had safely dis­ 
embarked, but feared to advance be­ 
cause of the presence of the Spanish 
gunboat Hernán Cortes and a smaller 
gunboat, which were evidently making 
Caibarien their base. On Saturday aft­ 
ernoon the Mancrove anchored at Key 
Francis, just (»utside Caibarien, and as 
she lay there tho Hernán Cortes came 
out and ran around the key to get a 
peep at her, scurrying back into the 
harbor as socjn as she saw she was 
discovered.

Tho Mangntve followed as far as tho 
water would permit, but could only gel 
al.'out half way into the harbor. 
Next 
morning Captain Stuart, the comman­ 
der of the Mangrove, decided to have a 
shot at the gunboats. 
He was alone, 
and the odds against him were heavy, 
but he did a bold thing. Sounding her 
way Inch by inch the Mangrove crept 
along the channel, drawing eight feet 
of water In an average depth of eight 
and a half, until abtiui 9 o’clock she 
sighted both the Spanish gunboats. The 
Hernán Cortes was anchored near, but 
1.000 yards to the right of the town, 
with her brinidside to the sea. 
The 
small gunboat lay at the wharf.

The Spaniards evidently were antici­ 
pating a battle. The shore was crowded 
with Spaniards—citizens and soldiers— 
while the roof of every building that 
commanded a view of the harbor was 
literally covered with people anxious to 
see the fight. The Hernán Corles car­ 
ried twol.7-Inch jiuns and four 1-puund- 
ers, while her smaller companbui was 
armed with three l-iiounders and a 
H«'tchkiss rapld-dro gun. The crews of 
both, numbering between seventy-five 
and 100 men. could be seen on the decks. 
Ashore wore several 
l-p(uuider 
i.eld 
pieces, while the Spanish troops were 
armed with Mauser rUles. 
The Man­ 
grove, whoso entire Ixniery consists »if 
two 6-pounders, worked Into a range o£ 
3.000 yards.

Chicago, Aug. 18.—An attempt wan 
made to take the Uvea of John Hill, 
Jr., his wife and two children by ex­ 
ploding a heavy charge of dynamite 
against Hill’i residence in Belmont, a 
•uhn<rh of this city. None of the family 
Buffei'i/j injury, although the frame and 
sash of the window where the explosive 
was placed were blown with great force 
Into the bedroom where Hill was sleep­ 
ing. The perpetrators placed the missile 
by means of a pole of sutflcient length 
to reach the second story windows. On 
the end of the pole was attached a 
stick of dynamite or a bomb. 


A slow fuse was attached and the ex­ 
plosive was so arranged that it was 
directly against the frame of the win­ 
dow’ of the bedroom on the east side of 
the house, the room usually occupied 
by Hill and his wife. 
The crime 
is 
believed to have been inspired by race 
track men. against whom Hill, as an 
onicer of the Civic Federation, has con­ 
ducted a crusade. 
Mr. Hill is a well- 
known board of trade operator.

Other.s 
went whizzing through her shrouds, 
and Mauser bullets peppered the sur- 
lounding waters like a summer shower. 
In the very midst of all this, and while 
the Mangrove was swinging cautiously 
around to bring her starboard gun Into 
play the watch sh»)Uied “flag of truce,” 
and sure enough not only one, but three 
white flags could be seen—one flying 
from the small gunboat and two from 
the government houses on shore. 


The Mangiove acknowlediged the sig­ 
nal, and presently a small boat came 
out with a Spanish oftleer, who clam- 
bered aboard the Mangrove and an­ 
nounced: 


“Peace is proclaimed, and I have In­ 
structions for your commanding offlcer 
from the military commander of this 
district." 


He added that during the engagement 
the Spanish authorities In Caibarien 
had wired the military commander of 
the district that the American ships 
were bombarding the port and that im­ 
mediate response had been received in­ 
forming them that peace had been re­ 
stored and the firing should cease. 


The fight had lasted an hour and ten 
minutes. 
Not a man was hit on the 
Mangrove, and the Spaniards said they 
had no casualties,

After a conference at 
the W hite Mouse instrurtion.s were sent 
to the tw’o American commanders. The 
tex t of the request for in.‘?tructions, and 
of the answer were not made public,but 
Secretary Alger summed up the in­ 
structions as sulistantially as follows; 
“The Instructions are to enforce law 
and order and to treat all law-abiding 
citizens alike.” 
The instructions 
are 
practically the same as thosie sent re- 
sently to General Lawton.

It Is said the joint dispatch 
from 
Dewey and Merritt did not in terms re­ 
fer to Aguinaldo nor did the instructions 
mention the insurgent leader by name. 
I t Is well understood, however, that the 
desire of the 
American 
commanders 
■was to have Instructions t)n the manner 
of dealing with the large and menacing 
forces of the Insurgents under Aguin­ 
aldo, who tiave surrounded Manila for 
m any weeks and who, it is thought, 
m ay have demanded the right to oc­ 
cupy the city with the American forces, 
a s the Cuban insurgents did at San­ 
tiago. 
It had been thought in s(»me 
quarters hero that the showing hereto­ 
fore made by the insurgents would load 
to their receiving a certain amount of 
recognition. 
But the instructions sent 
a re bas^d on occupation by the United 
S tates alone.

Aside from this joint

From this otlli'ials believe that 
the American commanders do not a t­ 
tach serious slgnltlcance t»> the course 
of the German naval authorities.
